WORTH INVESTIGATING. 


The Queer Domes of American Consular 
Agents in Morocco. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, December 17.—The steamer 
Australia, now due at this port from Gibraltar, 
has among her passengers Senor Benasull, 
who has not long been out of a dungeon at 
Fez, the ancient capital of Morocco. He was 
thrown into the dungeon atthe instance of a 
Turk, Mohammed Fakri, employed as Arabic 
clerk by the United States Consul at Tangier, 


who was atthe time in Fez on an errand for 
the Consul. After a brief captivity Benasull 
was released by order of the Sultan. The de- 
talls of the arrest and imprisonment of Ben- 
asuli are not made clearin the news which has 
thus far reached this country from Moroccds 
but he has friends among the merchants in 
this city who do business in that country, and 
itis known to them that his mission across 
the Atlantic has relation to nis experience in 
Fez. Benasuli was a well-known trader in 
Fez, and was under the protection of the 
United States. It is believed that his story 
will prove un interesting one, and that it 
will throw considerable light on _ the 
widely circulated charges that the trafiic in 
American consular protection has been a frult- 
ful source of revenue to the Consul of this 
country at Tangier. When the news of Ben- 
ausli's arrest at Fez reached Tangier it caused 
considerable consternation among friends of 
his in that ancient Moorish city, who had not 
heard of any charges being made against him. 
They went to the American Consu!, Gen. W. 
Lewis, who deciared that he know noth- 
the matter and dad given no 
to Fakri to have Ben- 
asuli thrown into a filthy prison, having 
only sent instructions for the nvestigation of 
certain charges against him and to have bim 
confined to hisown house ag an extreme meas- 
ure, if that seemed necessesary. Mr. Lewis at 
once sent a courier, who, he sald, took, orders for 
Benasuli’s release, but this was not accom- 
plished promptly and a regular expedition 
was thereupon fitted out at the consulate and 
dispatched to Fez on October 11 to demand 
Benasuli’s return and to arrest Fakri and 
bring him back to Tangier. 

Meanwhile the Sultan had interfered and set 
the prisoner free. The mighty Fakri was 
brought back to Tangier, and on November 10 
was in prison, but afterward he was restored 
to favor and authority at the American Con- 
sulate. The expenses of the expedition to 
Fez, which consisted of the Consul’s clerk 
and his assistant, an <American, two 
native Hebrews, one the United States 
Consular agent at Sam and the other 
a naturalized American, were borne by 
Benasuli. The Moorish papers still contain 

neer stories relative to the alleged trafic in 

merican consular protection papers, and 
Benasuli may be able to furnish some details 
regarding a recent change in the United 
States ‘‘unofiicial’’ agency at Fez. Until 
early in October this post was held for many 
years by a Hebrew, Yoousef Bi Lesera. About 
this time Consul Lewis, who has charge of 
all these little functionaries in Morocco, 
informed the Governor of Tangier that 
that Hag Hamed El Marraksh! bad n ap 
pointed in place of Lezre. The latter is a 
wealthy trader of Fez who had been anxious 
for some time to secure protection against the 
rapacity of the Moorish government. in this,
